Picture molding furnished for all 
rooms except kitchen, bath and upper halls. Chair rail 
furnished for bathroom. All interior finish is selected for 
beauty of grain and is properly machined and smoothed 
ready for varnish or stain. 

Lattice and Trellis furnished where shown in illustration of 
the house.

Hinges — Loose pin mortise hinges of proper size are furnished 
for each type of door. 

Sash Lifts and Sash Locks for all windows. 

Cabinet and Kitchen Case Hardware includes all catches, 

pulls, loose pin hinges, etc., in antique copper finish. 
Bathroom Hardware is all nickel plated. 
Nails — Proper sizes and kinds furnished for all purposes. 

Miscellaneous Hardware complete in all details, including 
cellar sash sets, closet coat hooks, maple base knobs, sash 
cord, weights, door bell plate, etc.

Gutters, Valleys and Flashings are furnished in heavy 
grade of tin, painted both sides. A special mineral paint is 
provided for the final coat. 

Down Spouts are galvanized iron. Necessary elbows, shoes 
and hooks are all included. 

Paints, Oil and Varnishes 

Coverall Mixed Paint furnished for three coats for all outside 
work. Special paint is furnished for porch floors. Unless 
otherwise instructed, we will ship the color paint shown in 
plan description. 

Shingle Stain is furnished for shingles on outside walls 
(where shown) for two brush coats. No stain fpr roof 
included. 

Mirolite Interior Varnish for two coats on all interior finish. 

Three coats of Marproof Floor Varnish for all finished floors. 
Putty, Pure Linseed Oil, Pure Turpentine included as 

required. 

Sandpaper and Steel Wool furnished for smoothing all 
interior floors and finish, rubbing down varnish, etc. 

White Enamel Finish for five-coat work is furnished for 
wainscot and woodwork in all bathrooms; one coat of hard 
oil, two coats white enamel, two coats of undercoating. 
NOTE: Our prices include outside blinds, window boxes, 

etc., where shown. They do not include storm sash, screens or 

porch sash. These items, however, can be furnished at very low 

prices if wanted.

For Those Living in the Northwest 
Where shipment is made from the Coast Mill (see Page 7), 
Fir lumber is furnished instead of Yellow Pine for framing, 
sheathing, flooring and outside finish. 

Not Ready-Cut 
If you order your home Not Ready-Cut, lumber marked 
"Cut-to-Fit" will be furnished uncut in standard mill^run 
lengths to be cut and fitted by the carpenters on the job. 
All window and door frames, kitchen cases and linen cases 
will, however, be shipped cut-to-fit on all houses, no matter 
how ordered. 

Reversed Plans 
Any plan in this book may be reversed if you so desire. 

Ceiling Heights 

The standard height ceiling in Wardway Homes is nine feet 
for the first floor, eight feet for the second. 

A few homes have ceiling heights which vary from the 
standards quoted. Wherever this is the case, such variation 
is mentioned specifically in the description of the home. 

Changes in Construction 

Climatic conditions sometimes make additions to or omis- 
sions from our stock specifications advisable. . For Southern 
climates you may want to omit the cellar and use shiplap in 
place of lath and plaster. On the other hand, those living in 
the extreme North may want back-plaster. Such changes 
can easily be made. Write us to learn how much they will 
add to or subtract from the price. 

Masonry 
Plans give full details and instructions for excavating and 
laying foundations, but materials for foundations, stucco and 
brickwork are not included with our homes. We do not furnish 
cement, lime, brick, sand or plaster. Complete lists and quan- 
tities of all you will require will be furnished on request.

IN EXTERIOR appearance this home preserves the "craftsman" note so widely 
sought in bungalow planning.

SELDOM do you see a more inviting 
i and comfortable home than "The

Its massive rubble stone pillars and 
fireplace chimney suggests sturdiness and ruggedness— and blend in perfectly with the uniquely 
spaced shingled side walls. 

The exposed rafter ends, cornice brackets and fancy sawed verge boards bring out what is commonly 
called the "craftsman effect;" and these, together with the unusual porch design, certainly give this 
home an appearance which is hard to improve upon. 

Within we find a large living room with an attractive fireplace in the end wall. A cheery fire is the 
only thing needed to make it complete. Picture for yourself the contentment and satisfaction to be 
had from such a living room. 

You will find that a closet has been placed in the right rear corner of this room, which provides an 
excellent place for hanging wraps, umbrellas, etc. The den off the living room can, if desired, be 
used for various other purposes, such as an emergency bedroom, a playroom for children, music room, 
office, etc.

It is con- 
venient to the kitchen and well lighted by the large window in the rear wall. 

A center hall is provided in the "Dresden," and it acts as a hub, permitting one to go 
to any part of the home with only a few steps. Notice the space in the hall marked "linen." 
This means that one of our attractive linen closets, as shown on Page 53, is supplied for 
this location. 

Bedrooms should be well lighted and airy. These features were in mind when the 
"Dresden" was designed. Both bedrooms have twin windows, while the rear bedroom has 
a single window in the side wall, permitting cross ventilation. Large closets are well appre- 
ciated ; and the ones provided for each bedroom are typical of the forethought of the designer.

THE unusually large dormer in the 
broad, sloping roof which continues out 
over the porch, the contrasting color 
and use of shingles above, and the siding extending 
to the ground below the belt course, give a dis- 
tinctive and decidedly pleasing appearance to this 
home. The wide cornices with supporting brackets, 
the Plymouth windows and flower boxes, are 
touches which mark "The Washington" as a home 
of superior design.

THIS wide, hospitable home has a universal appeal, and the floor plan is so 
sensible and convenient that it is popular alike in town and country.

THE story-and-a-half bungalow, 
with its low, sweeping joof lines 
and broad porch, is a most popular 
type. In this particular Wardway Home these 
lines are enhanced by the splendidly designed 
dormer, the wide eaves supported by timber 
brackets, and the graceful treatment of the 
porch beam.
